W. ſeems to threaten his Majeſty with, if they have notthe Ar-- 
ticles of 1648. made good , he and his Countrymen have only 
reaſon to fear ; for his Majeſty kept them, and they have bro= 
ken: them. . Since the breach of Faith is ſo foul a Sin, and dey 
ſerves ſuch heavy punifhments, even by P. W's. ewn confeſſion, 
and fince it isfully proved Thoſe for whom he pleads, have nor 
only once, but often, yea alwayes broken their Agreements; let 
them with patience bear what they have drawn upon themſelves; 
and let him benceforth imploy his Pen and his Preſs in inviting 
his Countrymen rather to acknow!edge his Majeſties mercy, that 
no more are puniſh'd , than that ſome are, and that ſo little too, 
comparatively to their Crimes.
